Talmadge Speaks First 

Harsh Words Since 
| War Started. 


| By LUKE GREENE. 

For the first time since the’ 
United States declared war, the 
Governor yesterday broke out | 
with two harshly worded state-| 


|ments—one aimed at Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd, of the 
Council of Democracy, and an- 
other directed at the American 
Association of Collegiate Schools 
of Business and the American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors. 

A statement from Washington 
had charged Governor Talmadge 
with being the only chief execu- 
tive in the nation who failed to 
join Admiral Byrd, business, la- 
bor and farm leaders in pledging 
their undivided loyalty to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the defense ef- 
fort. 

Replying that he sent a tele- 
gram to the President direct, the 
Governor wired Admiral Byrd 
that “It doesn’t take anyone from 
New York or any other state to 
notify us of our duty in times of | 
an emergency like this. 

“All we ask is for New York to 
come up with us, which I am satis- 
fied they will do,” he added. 

When the Governor’s attention 
was called to a story in a New 
York newspaper labeling him as 
the only Governor remaining aloof 
from Admiral Byrd’s movement, 
he immediately called in his sec- 
retary and dictated the telegram. 
_ “TI wired the President before I 
|ever heard from you stating that 
any co-operation, help or assist- 
‘ance that the state of Georgia 
could render both in men and ma- 
terials was at his disposal,” he said 
in the message to Admiral Byrd. 
“I further talked with you over 
the telephone in reference to all 
the Governors calling on the Pres- 
ident together but did not hear 
anything more from you on this.”

The test is to have the trunk close 
to the flexed knee as you bend 
down. Swing upward to erect po- 
sition and repeat 20 times. Then 
step forward with other foot and 
exercise.

As World Saviors by Churchill 


OTTAWA, Dec. 29.—(?)—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the Cana- 


dian cabinet today upon his ar- 
rival from Washington that he be- 
lieved the salvation of the world 
depended on an organization hav- 
ing the English-speaking peoples 
as its core. 

The British leader spoke at a 
luncheon, congratulating Canada 
on the dominion’s war effort. 
After a round of conferences here 
it is expected he will return to 
Washington. 

Earlier the prime minister gave 
the Canadian war council an ac- 
count of his talks with President 
Roosevelt. He will address a joint 
scssion of parliament tomorrow 
afternoon. The speech will be 
broadcast between 2 and 2:30 
o'clock by CBC, and in the United 
States by NBC, CBS and MBS. 

The Sritish leader is expected 
to appeal for an even greater Ca- 
nadian war effort before he re- 
turns to Washington for further 
Strategy and supply conferences. 


A spokesman for Churchill said 
“far-reaching decisions can be 
taken” once the prime minister 
has talked with Canadians on the 
dominion’s role.
